C otton insect infestation counts 
m ade throughout the county this 
week show only light infestations 
of bollworm * and leafw orm s in 
m ost instances, according to Bill 
l^ h m b erg , county agent, and Ray 
W alker, junior assistan t extension 
agent.

The plan m ust be technically j 
sound, and acceptable to the sec­ 
retary of agriculture. 
USDA soil 
and w ater conservation techni­ 
cians will help a farm er or ran ch­ 
er m ake his plan on request. 
Soil 
and range site maps and other 
information will be provided. 
i 
A farm er or rancher w ho de- j 
velops an 
acceptable plan m ay j 
enter into a contract w ith the 
secretary of agriculture to carry 
it out. 
The contract provides for 
a plan, a time schedule, and obli­ 
gates the am ount of needed cost- 
shares guaranteed by th e federal 
government. 
T he contract 
cannot ru n for 
less than three years nor m ore 
than IO years, ending not later 
than December 31, 1971. 
The am ount of cost-sharing de­ 
pends on the cost of doing the 
needed w ork and the rates estab­ 
lished at state and county levels. 
The maxim um cost-share ra te will 
not exceed 80 per cent of the 
average estim ated cost of install­ 
ing each eligible practice. 
A farm er or rancher m a y re ­ 
ceive a cost-share paym ent when 
he has carried out a practice or 
an identifiable unit of his plan. 
T here is no limitation on the 
amount of cost shares an indivi- I 
dual m ay earn under the program I 
except a limitation of $2,500 for I 
cost shares for improving dam s or 
ponds for irrigation. 
The law provides th at total cost 
shares paid under the program 
shall not exceed $25,000,000 in any 
one program year.

about the new home of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Austin 
Poe,

residents of Hamlin, who 
recently completed a new home 
there. 
Because the Poes have so 
many 
friends 
hereabouts, 
The 
Herald reprints the article: 


We do not know what Ruby and 
Austin 
Poe 
have 
named 
their 
house, possibly the “House with a 
View,” “Beautiful Vista" or any 
of those names would be suitable, 
for they rarely mention the house 
that the view is not the principal 
topic. 
W e loved the view a lso , 
but w e are accustomed to it, and 
as any view in this section, we 
think 
it magnificent. 
But 
the 
house on Trois Street is also m ag­ 
nificent. 


Long before they w ere known 
very w ell in Kerrville the couple 
had the architect’s drawings, blue­ 
prints and the like, and were in 
Lyons, Colorado, where they were 
carefully selecting stone for the 
construction. 
They chose throe 
tones of red for the outside walls, 
with the lighter tone being almost 
a rose beige, and these were hand 
quarried. 
For the ten ace floors 
the sam e three shades were used, 
V ith 
the finished surface 
being 
6x 12-inch b lo c k s which were laid 
In a herringbone fiattern. 
Polish­ 
ed hardwoods, with walnut 
pre­ 
dom inating, and the lighter sh ad es1 


Cf the three tores of stones, h i g h ­ 
ly 
polished 
also, were used for 
the interior w alls. 
Turquoise was 
chosen 
as the contrasting c o lo r 
for the stones and the ‘‘heavenly 
blue” color blends beautifully with 
the reds. 
The color is first noted 
on the terrace ceiling where the 
apt uce wood is painted blue, and 
Is used w ith the natural color of 
redwood. 
Plans of the house and drive­ 
w ays w hen altered slightly when 
construction started, as the origi­ 
nal “sit” of the house called for 
the rem oval 
of some very fine 
liveoak trees which shade the ter­ 
race. On the terrace are the com­ 
fortable chairs, upholstered in blue 
sailcloth, 
and 
som e 
chairs 
of 
bronze woven with Manila sash 
cord, 
which were brought from 
Honolulu, and the Oriental touch, 
which is seen throughout the house 
furnishings, 
is 
given 
with 
the 
squatty Japanese iron lanterns, 
which burn candles, and are light­ 
ed in the evening.

The 
plan also includes a time schedule 
for doing the planned jobs. 
The plan must be technically 
sound, and acceptable to the sec­ 
retary of agriculture. 
USDA soil 
and w ater conservation techni­ 
cians will help a farmer or ranch­ 
er make his plan on request. 
Soil 
and range site maps and other 
information will be provided. 
A farmer or rancher who de­ 
velops an acceptable plan may 
enter into a contract with the 
secretary of agriculture to carry 
it out. 
The contract provides for 
a plan, a time schedule, and obli­ 
gates the amount of needed cost- 
shares guaranteed by the federal 
government. 
The contract cannot run for 
less than three years nor more 
than IO years, ending not later 
than December 31, 1971. 
The amount, of cost-sharing de­ 
pends on the cost of doing the 
needed work and the rates estab­ 
lished a t state and county levels. 
The maximum cost-share rate will 
not exceed 80 per cent of the 
average estimated cost of install­ 
ing each eligible practice. 
A farmer or rancher may re­ 
ceive a cost-share payment when 
he has carried out a practice or 
an identifiable unit of his plan. 
There is no limitation on the 
amount of cost shares an indivi­ 
dual m ay earn under the program 
except a limitation of $2,500 for 
r ost shares for improving dams or 
ponds for irrigation. 
The law provides that total cost 
shares paid under thn program 
shall not exceed $25,000,000 in any 
one program year.
